Breaking the Colt* 
.lf MSC I J L M J T O ! 


Many a fine horse is ruined before it 
becomes a horse at all, and the owner 
can charge his loss upon the misman­ 
agement of the colt at time of. breaking. 
We have seen colts, after remarkable 
patience with the stupidity or vicious­ 
ness of those breaking them, at last re­ 
sort to kicking or banting, through fear 
or in self-defense, and in many cases the 
defect is lasting. 
A very great mistake is to permit the 
colt to run wild from the time it is 
foaled until it reaches the proper age 
for breaking. It is not uncommon to 
find colts that are a9 wild as hawks, be­ 
cause they have never been even fon­ 
dled, much less familiarized with the 
touch of any part of harness. 
Very 
naturally such a colt is handled with 
difficulty and danger when tho attempt 
to break it is made. 
Such a result is 
utterly inexcusable, for it is rather a 
pleasure than otherwise to familiarize 
tho colt with being handled, and the ac­ 
complishing of that object should be be­ 
gun at once, and the breaking of the 
colt, in the proper sense, should bo 
commenced as soon as it is weaned. 
That is to say, it should he accustomed 
to tho halter, to being led about, and 
even tied up for short periods. Tho sur­ 
cingle can be applied ; anything that can 
be done without injury to the colt to ac­ 
custom it to the touch of harness should 
be done, gradually of course, for not 
only would nothing bo gained by doing 
everything at once, but the irritation 
that would be caused might be injurious 
to the young animal. After the first year 
tho breaking should be more in earnest. 
The colt can then be bitted, care being 
taken 
to 
select 
a much smaller 
bit 
than 
is 
generally 
used 
and 
one that will not hurt the animal’s 
fnonth.

There will be considerable interest at­ 
tached to the trial of Senator Sessions, 
who has been indicted f*»r bribery by the 
grand jury at Albany, 
lie has given

The evidence against

strongest poiut against him is his past 
record as a lobbyist aud a political s|»ec- 
ulator. No one will deny that he is too 
good a man to attempt bnliery, but ou 
the other hand there is no proof against 
him, aud the testimony of Bradley is no 
better thau tho statements of Sessions.

MACVEAOH SHOULD REMAIN. 
For more than three months there 
have been reckless rumors that there 
would be a break iu the cabinet of Presi­ 
dent Garfield. It was first one cabinet 
o l l l w , th e n a n o th e r to Dc re tire .I, an .! a t 
last reports say that Attorney General 
MacVeagh will certainly be asked to re­ 
sign. Things have come to that pitch 
that all tho present, moiabotu of the cabi­ 
net can uot serve under the one admin­ 
istration. The elements are too conflict, 
iug and the factious too bitter to allow 
such men as MacVeagh and Blame 
to 
hold 
peaceful 
relations 
in 
tho same cabinet Mr. MacVeagh rep - 
resents the independent element in the 
Republican party. He believes as strong­ 
ly in Republican principles as Mr. Blaine, 
but has never been considered a thorough 
party man. Because he was au able 
lawyer aud au excellent representative of 
the independent wing of the party, be 
was appointed Attorney General, and on 
these grounds tile appointment was ap­ 
plauded by all the factions of the party 
who were fair enough to believe that each 
element should lie recognized by the ad­ 
ministration. 
But so far the experience of Pres­ 
ident Garfield in trying to harmonize 
and recognize all tho elements in the 
party, has uot been pleasant nor success­ 
ful. Mac Veagh went into the cabinet 
under difficulties. Although lie married 
Don Cameron’s sister, and thereby be­ 
came a member of the Cameron family, 
that did not save him from receiving the 
opposition of both father-in-law and 
brother-iu law*, and ouly to save his sis­ 
ter from being snubbed, did Don Camer- 
u m ove the confirmation of MacVeagh. 
From the very start Mr. Blame had a 
deep seated bitterness toward tho Attor­ 
ney General, and it only took a few 
weeks to demonstrate 
that so long 
as 
these two men 
were 
in tile 
cabinet there never would be happiness 
in the political family of President Gar­ 
field. 
On the supposition that Mr. Blaine is 
tho power behind the executive throne, 
reports have it that he will iuduce the 
President to ask for Mr. MacVeagh’s res­ 
ignation; aud unfortunately it is believ­ 
ed that tile President will carry out the 
wishes of Blaine. It is to be hoped that 
the President will not be influenced by 
any of the opposition against the Attor­ 
ney General. Tho President is a man of 
large experience in public life. Ho is 
more or less acquainted with every 
public 
man 
in 
this 
coun­ 
try. 
He 
knows 
just 
what 
his administration needs to make it suc­ 
cessful, and ho ought to know that to 
remove Attorney General Mac Veagli in 
the face of the star route prosecutions 
would bring condemnation upon the ad­ 
ministration. 
Whatever may l>e the opinion of Sec­ 
retary Blaine iii regard to the prosecu­ 
tion of the star route thieves, it will ne ver 
do for him to oppose MacVeagh .because

Under no circumstances should those 
prosecutions bo stopped, aud to oust* tile 
Attorney General because he is bent on 
punishing government swindlers, would 
be a deadly reflection on the administra­ 
tion and a mortal blow’ to the Republican 
party.

The teacher explains and explains, until 
Uia Mm (a gm apnJ, amt ii tho chill} Is 
very stupid so much more patience is 
necessary and given. 
But how frequently we hear men 
swearing at a horse or lashing him, be­ 
cause he does not do what he does not 
understand. A man that will whip a 
horse under such circumstances is fool­ 
ish enough to swear at a tree because it 
docs not fall when he tells it to. If we 
can not be gentle aud patient we have 
no business to touch a colt, whatever 
else we may think ourselves competent 
to train.

F ort W ayne, June 20.—One of tho 
most curious results of the force of the 
gale of wind was experienced at 5 o’clock 
this morning on the Wabash, Bt.

victims and avoid the strong and vigor­ 
ous*. 
For instance, if a farmer neglects 
his horse, giving him only poor, ^nu­ 
tritious food, and compelling him to 
sleep in a filthy yard or stable, with ail 
surroundings of a nature to cause gen­ 
eral debility, millions of parasitic ene­ 
mies, hovering about, pounce upon the 
unfortunate brute, adding to his miser­ 
ies and hastening his destruction. If 
his feet and legs are constantly covered 
with filth, fungoid diseases, known as 
grease, foot rot, or thrush, appear on 
them, eating into and destroying both 
horn and flesh. If grooming is neglect­ 
ed in summer, the eggs of the bot fly re­ 
main on the hairs of his legs and breast 
until licked off by his tongue and car­ 
ried into the stomach, where they soon 
hatch and become troublesome 
bot 
worms or larvae. If kept in filthy stables 
in winter, lice multiply in his hair, the 
mango mite burrows in his skin, the 
hair comes off, and deep and trouble­ 
some sores are produced. With clean 
stables and good grooming such para­ 
sites would be destroyed; and oven if 
tho animal could have unrestrained lib­ 
erty in tho open air, he would probably 
be able to resist these attacks, provided 
tho climate was not too severe. Intes­ 
tinal worms invariably appear when the 
animal is kept upon poor food, because 
ho Is unable for want of strength to re­ 
sist their attacks, and the poor old 
neglected horse is the natural and prin­ 
cipal prey of both internal and external 
paras I tos 
Among cattle tho same principles hold 
good. 
Wet pastures, filthy, muddy 
yards, exposure to severe storms, with 
insufficiency of good nutritious food, 
destroy the natural protection to tho 
feet; foot-rot sets in, and general debility 
is an invitation to all the hordes of par­ 
asitic enemies ever present awaiting a 
victim.

The thousands of different species of 
parasites which infest organic matter 
may be included in two grand divisions, 
animal and vegetable. 
The first may 
again be subdivided into what are termed 
insects and worms (entozoa). 
A m o n g 
the former the most fa m ilia r are the sev­ 
eral species of bot flies and gad flies, 
which infest horses, sheep, and various 
domestic and wild animals, passing only 
a portion of their lives within their vic­ 
tims ; while other insoct parasites, like 
the ticks, lice, and mites, feed upon the 
skin or suck the blood of tho animals 
which they infest. 
The entozoa or in 
ternal parasitic worms sometimes live 
entirely in the intestines, as In the case 
of the tape worm and hair worm; others 
penetrate to every part of the flesh and 
muscles, as in the case of tho trichina; 
while others infest only particular or­ 
gans, like the g&i>e worm in the wind­ 
pipe of chickens, and liver fluke in the 
liver of sheop. Of the parasites belong 
ing to the vegetable kingdom tho most 
troublesome and destructive to cultivated 
plants and animals are those known as 
microscopic fungi, and there is not a 
plant or animal on this earth which is 
not, under certain conditions, liablo to 
the attacks of these minute pests. Even 
the hair on our hones and cattle is often 
infested with a vegetable growth which 
destroys its elasticity and renders it as 
brittle as glass. 
The grains in our fields are attacked 
by rust, smut, and mildew, as are also 
many kinds of fruits, these being tho 
vulgar names of the various kinds of 
microscopic fungi which grow, bloom, 
aud ripen their sj»ores, as those minute 
organs are called which perform the 
functions of seed. There are also giant 
sjiecies of parasitic plants, like the mis­ 
tletoes, which sometimes destroy the 
largest trees of our forests; butthey are 
not sufficiently common to do much 
harm, or of anv special interest to the

To write the natural history of the 
most common species of parasites infest­ 
ing cultivated plants ana domesticated 
animals would require volumes; conse­ 
quently we can only briefly touch upon 
the general principles which govern 
their multiplication and the best math* 


stock owner should seek, but preventives, 
and these are always to bo found in 
proper care and food. 
Iiorn-ail and 
wolf-in-thc-tail arc imaginary discases 
that have their origin in exposure to 
cold storms and an empty stomach. In­ 
testinal worms never bother tho sleek, 
well-fed horse or o x , b e c a u se they a re 
abundantly able to resist the attacks of 
such 
insignificant 
natural 
enemies. 
Mange in horses, cattle, sheep, dogs, 
and other animals, means filth and un­ 
favorable surroundings, anti while it 
may spread from the unhealthy to the 
healthy and well-cared for, it is always 
readily cured among the latter. 
If we pass from animals to plants, we 
find that the resistant theory still holds 
good, aud that the apple-tree that is 
carefully and liberally led is always able 
to resist the attacks of the various 
species of bark-licc anti similar parasitic 
enemies. 
Of course we must make ex­ 
ceptions with respect to trees planted in 
unfavorable soils and climates, for in 
such cases weakness and general debility 
follow from other causes than lack of 
sustenance and care, and there may bo 
instances where over-stimulation will 
produce unhealthiness in both plants 
and anim als; but these arc compartively 
raro 
An animal may become too fat 
by generous feeding, with little or no 
exercise, but parasites seldom infest the J 
overfed, while they are certain to attack 
tho poor and feeble. 
Mildew on plants is usually attributed 
to unfavorable seasons, which is no 
doubt true; but it is the extremes in tem­ 
perature or some hygrometry condition 
t hat weaken the vitality of tho plant and 
make the conditions favorable «** 
•»* • 
tacks of the microscopic fungus recog­ 
nized as mildew. 
Our grasses are fre­ 
quently attacked by mildew during tho 
summer, after several days of cloudy 
weather, which prevents the leaves from 
performing their proper functions; but 
several cold dr}’ days may produce the 
same results; and this leads us to believe 
that any extreme which weakens vitality j 
is favorable to mildew. 
The finding of 
bacterin in the branches of peach-trees, 
or of a particular species of fungus on 
the curled leaves in spring, is no indica- i 
tion that these parasites are the cause of \ 
disease, but merely the result of it. 
The mistake which a majority of our 
farmers and fruit-growers make in treat- I 
ing the plants and animals lintier their j 
care is in seeking remedies for curing * 
diseases instead of the means of pre- j 
venting them. 
The idea that plants and 1 
animals may be so cared for as to resist 
disease seems never to have l»een thought 
of by a large proportion of our people ; 
hence the great demand for medicines 
and the services of the doctor, 
If our 
theory is the correct one, and we believe 
it will stand the test of experience, gen­ 
erous feeding, abundant exercise and a 
full development arc the best of all rem- 


dies for parasitic diseases of all kinds, 
whether in the animator vegetable king­ 
dom.
